Chinese . Making Progress 


Shanghai, Aug. 23. 
{4 p.m.) 

The Chinese right column and re- 
inforcements from the Chapei sector 
which occupicd the Jukong and 
North Szechuan Roads intersection 
near the Isis Theatre yesterday, are 
now moving in two routes, the 
southern wing to Range Roud and 
the northern wing’ towards the 
Japanese Naval Landing Party 
Headquarters. 


It is learned that the men moving 
north have reached Ta Teh Lee, off 


a North Szechuan Rond, which is about 


half a mile south of the Japanese 


headquarters. 

Heavy defence works are now being 
rushed by the Japanese In the north- 
em end of North Szechuan Road. 

The Japanese units holding the 
southern section ‘of north Szechuan 
Road ore withdrawing to Haining, 
Woosung ‘and Tiendony Roads near 
the New Asin Hotel and Central Post 
Office.

Huge Projectile 
Lands In Shai

Shanghal, Aug, 24 (9.20 u.m.), 


The International Settlement. of 
Shanghai escuped yesterday the most 
dreadful disaster in Its history by the 
non-explosion of a projectile which 
penetrated the United States Navy's 
storehouse in the middle of thecity. 

The missile assumed immense pro- 
portions when it was reassembled by 
ofcers of the United States naval 
board. of inquiry, measuring almost 
four feet In length, and. its base was 
some 16 Inches. The stcel of the 


outer shell was three-quarters of an 
inch In thickness: x

_ bottam of the Tsun Wan hill going 
into Kowloon, when defendant, 
from the other direction, passed an- 
other car on the bend, causing come 
plainant to pull up sharply, Car No, 
468, driven by Mrs. J. R. Jones, wos 
in front. Defendant in car No, ‘3751 
shot out suddenly, When he first saw 
car 3751 it was about 30 yards away, 
Witness was travelling about 
miles an hour, 

Under cross-exumination, witness 
stated that though he was wearing 
giusses, his sight was good... He 
denied that he was a nervous driver, 

Mrs, Hargreaves, who was seated 
nex: to complainant, stated that thelr 
car was around the bend when they 
first saw defendant. 

Cross-examined, witness said that 
she could not say how ‘long it took 
the car to stop, but it seemed almost 
immediately. Defendant got past 
rather easily and did not apply his 
brakes, 

Wife Learning 


Mr, Jones, stated that he was 
sented next to his wife, who was 
Jearning how to drive. Witness did 
not think there was sufficient room 
for them to pass. Cross-examined, 
he sald that he was not certain when 
he first snw complainant’s car. ~He 
first saw defendant when he pussed 
in u normal manner. Witness’s car 
was doing about 25 miles-an-hour, 
As far a8 he could remember, de- 
fondant passed on the straight before 
the bend und was in front before 
they reached the bend. Witness was 
paying most attention to. his wife's 
driving and did not consider that 
there was any occasion to stop. 

Following the evidence of Mrs. 
Jones, corraborating the ‘previous 
evidence, defendant stated that he 
obtained his first driving licence tn 
September of 1912. He drove 
during the War-as a despatch rider.

.Cross-examined by Mr. Hargrca- 
ves, defendant said that he could 
not say why complainant slowed up 
if he were 200 yards away, except 
that complainant might not have 
been paying attention to his driving.

Chairman of the Refugees Com- 
mittee, says Hongkong so far has 
been able to uccommodate all the 
refugees coming.here, and there is 
no intention of sending any to Singa- 
pore at the moment. «> 


‘CHINESE STAND FIRM 


Normally alive with ° ships 
from ‘all parts of the world, the 
Whangpoo {s now a dead river, 
said Mr. Peter Blix, a Norwe- 
gian, who is acting. as special 
correspondent for Reuter, when 
describing a moonlight journey 
down to Woosung. 

“As my tlnunch chugged along 
under the blackened muzzics, of 
Japanese naval guns,” sald Mr. Blix, 
“I counted sixtcen warships ‘in the 
river, nnd ten more, Inéluding - an 
alreraft tender, at Woosung, although 
there were probably more which: my. 
eyes couldn't see, . 

“Blackened ruins and gaping shell- 
holes show the havoc done by Japan- 
ese) bombardments. Japanese aire 
craft had also been busy bombing 
every position harbouring’ troop 
concentrations or machine-gun nests. 

‘The country folk nre terrified. 
Risking thelr lives, they beseech 
every passing lnunch to take them to 
Shanghal, which they {magine to be 
u haven of refuge. ‘All along . the 
river were scenes of destruction. 
The N.Y.K, whart at Pootung is 
badly damaged ond the once-proud 
warehouse there Hes In ruins. Near 
by, the China Merchants’ - eastern 
wharf Is riddled’ with sholl-holes,

An attack.on all fronts by land, 
sca and alr owas staged by the 
Japanese this morning, but, despite 
heavy shelling, the Chinese held their 
ground, Firing was particularly 
heavy from the direction of Woo. 
sung, where Japanese regulars at- 
tempted to penetrate the Chinese 
lines with’ the support of naval gun- 
fire. They encountered very stub- 
born resistance. 

Four Japantse scouting machines 
flying aver Nantao drew anti-alreraft 
fire from the Chinese batterics, the 
nky being speckled with (pulls of 
white smoke, but no hits were re- 
gistered, Meanwhile, Chinese artil- 
ery: at Chapel and . Kiangwan are 
concentrating fire on Japanese bar- 
racks, but, according .to the ‘Japan- 
ese, no direct hits have been re- 
gistered. The Japanese allege that 
fire has destroyed elght godowns be- 
longing to the N, K. K. at Pootuny, 
and state that the fire was of In- 
cendlary origin.—Reuter.

Neglect of “certain clement- 
ary principles” in. a hospital 
were alleged at” Derbyshire 
Assizes recently, when Mrs.

the hospital on January 5, 1936, and 
her child w born that) evening. 
While in hospital, she developed 
puerperal fever, and as a result was 
totally) crippled and in a nursing 
home. 
If she were entitled to damages, 
he said, Y oshould be heavy 
damages, sought to prove that 
the hospital admitted her when tt 
was a dangerous place in that it was 
not clean in a medical sense and 
that she was retained when it was 
unsafe, that Dro Hart, who had her 
in his custody, neglected his duty in 
allowing her to xo and remain there, 
and that certain elementary prin- 
ciples were not applied by . cither 
the hospital or Dr. Hart, 

At the birth, said counsel, Dr. 
Hart was assisted by Sister Sey- 
mour, who wore no antiseptic over- 
cout, na mask and no gloves. She 
Ind been attending another patient 
who had shown signs of probable 
puerperal fever and danger of septic 
infection. Mrs. Heafleld was re- 
moved to a‘ward where there were 
four other women, .incliding a 
patient who had been showing ~* the 
dangerous «symptoms. Eventually 
that patient and Mrs. Heafleld were 
notified as sufferers from puerperal 
fever.

Loseby stated that Dr. Hart 
that he 
was suspicious of the haspital, yet 
he falled to tako precautions in res- 
pect to his own patients. 

When the husband asked for a 
specialist immedintely, said counsel, 
Dr. Lochrane was sent for and he 
ndvised the patient’s removal ‘too 
Derby hospital for treatment for 
puerperal fever.

If it be true, as reported, Chat 
Germany has informed Japan 
that she must not look for any 
support from Berlin in her con- 
flict wilh China, the develop- 
ment. is one of marked import- 
ance, It serves to HWustrate the 
point that) Japan is unable to 
find friends anywhere in con- 
sequence of her policy of agyres- 
sion against her near neighbour; 
she stands to-day , with no 
vestige even of moral support 
in the adventure to which she 
has committed herself, When 
Germany made her pact with 
Japan, observers saw in the new 
understanding: a possible error 
in tactics which, from the 
standpoint of commerce, might 
well, prove disastrous to the 
German concerns concentrating 
on the China market. From che 
business point of view, China 
obviously offered better pros- 
pects than” were ‘possible (in 
Japan. German commercial 
houses with branches in China 
consequently regarded the out- 
look with apprehension. _ There 
was a general impression in 
foreign circles that the new 
understanding might even go 
the length. of guaranteeing 
active support of Japan in ‘any 
military adventures upon which 
she gaw fit to embark. Such 
intentions were, however, soon 
denied, it being pointed out 
that the pact was merely anti- 
Communistic in character, The 
position, viewed. even from this 
angle, did not appear too clear 


when Japan, at the commence- 
ment of the trouble, in North 
China, virtually accused the 


Chinese Government of foster- 
ing Communism and called upon 
it to suppress the movement. 
People began to wonder what 
the precise implications of the 
Tokyo-Berlin axis were in the 
light of Japan’s anti-Communis- 
tic denvands on China, It is 
just; possible — that Berlin's

MANDATE. 
EXAMINED 


League Offering | 
Advice To 
Great Britain 


Geneva, Aug. 23, 

The Mandates Commission ot 
the League of Nations in a 
summary report on the Palestine 
problem recognises the difficulty 
in preventing. outbreaks between 
Arabs ‘and Jews, but is not con- 
vineed that it would not have 
been possible to adopt more 
decisive measures earlier with 4 
view to suppressing armed 
resistance, 

The report says that the distur- 
bances of 3938 reveal a great politheal 
tension and the Inevitable antagonism 
of two peoples, further accentuates 
by the increasing anti-Semitism and 
a growing Arab miutional feeling. 

Certain uctuations tn policy on 
the part of the mandatory powcr, the 
report goes on, tended to encourage 
the Arabs in thelr belicf that violence 
could stop the Jewish immigration. 
Moreover, the mandate became 
almost unworkable when it was de- 
clared so by the Royal Commission 
of the mandatory Government, Great 
Britain, 

The Mandates Commision, there- 
fore, considers worth while the con- 
tinuntion of the examinntion of 
advantages und drawbacks of a new 
territorial solution and favours with- 
drawal of holy places from domina- 
tlon by Arabs and Jews, It would 
place them under a special regime. 

PARTITION SCHEME 

. if the British partitioning scheme 
should be applied, the Mandates 
Commission thinks Its success would 
depend more on Sts effect upon rela- 
tions between Arabs and Jews than 
on the territorinl solution adopted. It 
should be remembered, the Commis- 
ston feels, that the sufferings of Arabs 
und Jews are not comparable, for 
the world js being closed Snercasing- 
ly to settlement by the Intter. 

The Commission considers _pro- 
longation of the period of political 
apprenticeship, constituted under the 
mandate, would be absolutely essen- 
fal In both the new Arab and Jewish 
states, This apprenticeship might be 
carried on in various ways, It might 
be by provisional cantonlention, 
whereby the two states, while enjoy- 
ing wide mensures of internal 
. economy and full powers to regulate 
immigration, might be united under 
the mandatory power In matters of 
defence and forelgn-affairs. Or there 
might be a separate mandate for each 
state until each had proved ita ability 
to govern Itself.
